NEW A ORK, March 3.—One man 
was burned to death and a fireman 
is dying as the result of a myster­ 
ious blaze that gutted the five story 
tenement house at 201 West 130th 
street Sunday.

bers of the ten families are believed 
to have been saved in thrilling res­ 
cues from tho fir© escape*.

STATE AID SOUGHT 
FOR COUNTY FAIRS 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 3. 
—The Missouri association of Coun­ 
ty and 
District Fair 
Managers, of 
which W. W. Lingle of Bethany is 
president, has 
gone on 
record as 
strongly 
in 
favor of 
state-aid to 
county fairs, according to informa­ 
tion received 
today at 
the State 
Hoard of Agriculture. Tho resolution 
is pursuant to a statute enacted by 
the legislature of 1921, whereby the 
State Board of Agriculture could pay 
a sum not to exceed $400 to any fair 


or grain show, provided the fund is 
appropriated by the legislature. 
As 
yet no fairs or exhibits have receiv* 
ed such help. 
A law which applies 
to county courts 
provides 
for the 
payment of premiums to fairs 
and 
shows, not to exceed a total of $300. 
it was said. 
Such fairs which are 
not held for 
commercial 
purposes 
are a decided risk from a financial 
standpoint, it was pointed out, and 
for that reason the fair association 
deems it advisable that such public- 
spirited and beneficial 
institutions 
be fostered by the state, it was said.

THRESH and canned fruits are In 
valuable as aids in keeping the 
system in good condition. 
Philippine Salad.—Take one-half 
cupful of diced celery, two pimen­ 
tos chopped fine, one cupful of wal­ 
nuts, one-half of a green pepper 
chopped. 
Mix the Ingredients well, 
add mayonnaise and serve on shred­ 
ded lettuce nests. This amount will 
serve six. 
Cream Pie.—Take two cupfuls of 
top milk, two eggs, separating the 
yolks and whites, beating well. Mix 
the yolks with three-fourths of a 
cupful of flour. When well-blended 
add the milk, scalded, a teaspoonful 
of vanilla and a tablespoonful of 
butter after the mixture is cooked 
and smooth. Cool and fill a baked 
crust. Cover with a meringue made 
from the tw*o egg whites and two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar.

Applo Crisp.—Butter a fireproof 
dish and fill with sliced apples, 
using eight; add one teaspoonful of 
cinnamon and one-half cupful of 
water.

ered. Serve with whipped cream or 
maple sirup.

In 
the case of mercantile credit the 
total cost sometimes goes over 38 
per cent and for chattel mortgages 
over 45 per cent.
